Should school 
district join suit 
over insulin costs? 


After spending time Monday discussing 
the low educational scores in the district 
and what to do about them, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education voted 
unanimously to join a national lawsuit over 
the high cost of insulin. 

The board spent little time deciding 
whether to join the class action lawsuit 
because it was explained to them how unfair 
the high costs of insulin are. Supt. Kudlak 
said, “It is the right thing to do, even if we 
don’t get the money.” 

It was noted that the district, which is self- 
insured for health care, is able to get insulin 
at a reduced rate from a foreign source. And, 
the district’s health clinic at McBride is 
doing well. There will be 10 hours required 
to fill out questionnaires. 

The recommendation to sue came from 
Thrun law firm, the district’s legal counsel, 
which is referring Van Buren to Frantz Law 
Group of California. 

The agreement that the superintendent 
will sign with Frantz won’t cost the district 
anything until they get a judgment. The 
attorneys will be paid in full if there is a 
cash judgment and if there are other kinds 
of judgments, the attorney will still get paid. 

Seems this is outside what school districts 
should be concentrating on, especially 
since the present goal seems to be reaching 
the statewide average score in education, 
not exceeding it. We’ve been covering the 
schools for 30 years and in the past it would 
have been unthinkable to think of the state 
average as a goal.

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VBPS board approves Insulin Litigation Resolution

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, the 
board unanimously approved an Insulin 
Litigation Resolution as presented. 

John Leroy, director of human resources, 
explained that companies across the 
country are deciding if they want to take 
part in a nationwide lawsuit against various 
insulin manufacturers, pharmacy benefit 
managers, and other defendants accused 
of artificially inflating insulin prices at 
the expense of employers and health plan 
entities. 

Board approval was required to take part 
in this litigation. 

He explained the background of insulin 
and how when it was invented in 1920 the 
inventor found it so valuable that he didn’t 


want to patent it and gave the recipe away 
free. Then his associates convinced him to 
patent it to keep the recipe intact. 

Director Leroy said the lawsuit was 
recommended by the district’s law firm 
Thrun who is working with a firm in 
California to sue three companies. It’s a 
class-action lawsuit, he said. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the district 
is self-insured and the rates go up when 
medication is expensive. He noted their 
district has been able to get insulin for 
its clinic as a reduced rate from a foreign 
source. 

“Tt’s the right thing to do, even if we don’t 
get the money,” Supt. Kudlak said of the 
lawsuit. 

Board treasurer Simone Pinter asked how 
school districts got into this and Leroy said 
80% of Eli Liley’s income is from insulin

It passes or fails 
as a county vote. If it fails in this election, 
there is one more time it could be on the 
ballot, he said; 

e Heard Reg Ion, speaking from the 
audience, tell the board that he still hasn’t 
heard from School Supt. Kudak on the 
missing contract for the pop machines. He 
said he has been asking Supt. Kudlak about 
it for three years and three weeks and the 
superintendent has not come up with the 
contract, although he said he would; 

e Heard Director Leroy announce that this 
is insurance season and the self-insurance 
is doing well and has hit its 1.01 goal. 
He started to make a statement and then 
backed up, stating, “We’re actually not 
making money” but the district is doing 
well in the self-insurance project; 

e Heard Kudlak report on the tri- 
community meeting put on by the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
that had representatives from Belleville, 
Van Buren, and Sumpter, and then he

District Library Board approves 
updated 14-pg. Personnel Policy

A 14-page, updated Personnel Policy was 
unanimously approved by the Belleville Area 
District Library Board at its regular meeting on 
Oct. 8. It is to be implemented no later than Jan. 
1. 

The policy was last updated in 2013. Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy said the personnel 
committee met on Sept. 27, but they had to wait 
until the Michigan Supreme Court acted until 
they could finalize the document. 

She said the largest change in the policy is the 
new law that goes into effect in February that 
requires one paid hour time off for sick leave for 
every 30 hours of work. 

The approval includes separate policies on 
telecommuting and paid parental leave. 

“I appreciate all of the work put in by the 
personnel policy committee, Hilary Savage and 
the library’s department heads in reviewing 
and updating the library’s personnel policies,” 
Suchy said, noting they also worked with the 
library attorney. 

The board agreed it is important to have an 
updated policy to have good staff.

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VBT planners discuss 280-acre PUD site at I- 24i Maggerty/ Hannan

The Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission spent about a half hour of 
its Oct. 9 regular meeting discussing a 
proposed 280-acre development east of 
Haggerty Road, north of I-94 N. Service 
Drive and west of Hannan Road. 

Municipal Services Director Ron Akers 
said the developers had met twice with 
residents of Haggerty subdivision, to the 
west of the proposed industrial area and 
they discussed how to buffer the project 
from the residential area. 

Representatives ofPanattoni Development 
Co. explained the plans said there would be 
a 125’ wide berm along Haggerty Road. 

They talked to more than 100 residents 
during the first meeting and fewer at the 
second and discussed traffic, appearance, 
and natural resources, Director Akers said. 

Developers said of the 280 acres, 60 acres 
is wetlands, which will not be relocated. 
The meeting with EGLE (Michigan 
Department of Environment, Great Lakes, 
and Energy) went well, they said. 

The development would impact 10 acres 
of wetlands, which would be mitigated 
along Haggerty Road. The truck traffic 
would enter and leave the site from the 
N. Service Drive and there would be no 
truck traffic from Haggerty. There would 
be auto-only traffic from the northernmost 
site of the project on Haggerty, developers 
said. 

The drawing of the proposed project 
showed seven buildings of various sizes, 
but they have no tenants at this time. There 
is a lot of interest in the project, however, 
developers said. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant, an architect, 


said with this being so close to Haggerty 
Sub., developers would need to build the 
special buildings and warehouses to keep 
truck noise from the residents. A 32-foot 
building is in the middle of the site. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if he had 
missed a meeting. He hadn’t. 

“This is the first time we’ve seen this,” he 
said. “What is it?” he asked. 

The developers said it was for industrial 
and warehousing. 

Township Principal Planner Vidya 
Krishnan of McKenna Associates said 
the property is zoned M-1 and C-1 along 
Haggerty, with some C-2. 

Director Akers said it was non-residential 
zoning. 

“We don’t have non-residential zoning,” 
Commissioner Jahr responded. 

Akers said such zoning would give 
the commission flexibility and planning 
consultants are drafting a sample ordinance. 

Jahr said he has concerns with trucking 
and warehousing for the subdivision and 
for trucking on Haggerty. The project goes 
all the way to Hannan, but there is a block 
of property on Hannan that they have not 
obtained. 

Treaurer Sharry Budd said a fairly decent 
crowd of neighbors, about 100, attended 
the first meeting and the second bunch 
was not as big a crowd, but they had their 
concerns. 

Treasurer Budd said in the subdivision, 
houses face inner roads, so the back yards 
face Haggerty Road. 

Krishnan said a PUD (planned unit 
development) doesn’t exist in the township. 
Van Buren Township had a PUD in the past 
and then eliminated it. Once reinstated, it 
would have to be put on the master plan

At the beginning of a year-long project 
to create a new Master Plan, 11 members 
of the city of Belleville’s boards and 
commissions met together Oct. 2 with three 
planning consultants from Giffels Webster. 

Under state law, the master plan has to be 
renewed every five years. It is the plan for 
the zoning ordinances that govern the city. 
The city’s last full rewriting of the master 
plan was in 2006, but it has been updated 
since then. 

City Council had a bare quorum with 
Mayor Ken Voigt, and council members 
Julie Kissel and Randy Priest. 

The Downtown Development Authority 
had two members present, Chris Donley 
and Sabrina Richardson-Williams, with 
Mike Gatteri by zoom. 

Five members of the planning commission 
were present: chairman Michael Hawkins, 
Becky Hasen, Jim Courage, Mark 
Kowalski, and James O’Keefe. 

Also present were principal planner Jill 
Bahm, Andy Aamodt, and Ava Miller of 
Giffels. 

City Manager Jason Smith, assistant 
city manager Steve Jones, and clerk/ 
treasurer Briana Hootman completed the 
participants. 

Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
executive director Martha Hanoian was the 
only member of the public present, with 
the Independent observing. 

Jill Bahm presented an overview of the 
process and a summary of the master plan. 
Then she and her assistants passed out pink 
and green sticky notes, asking participants 
to write the city’s best attributes on five 
green notes and the city’s weaknesses, 
each on a pink note. 

When that was done, she stuck them on 
the wall in groups of like-minded thoughts. 

The city’s assets included the lake, 
walkability, and its many events. 

The city’s weaknesses included vacant

retail buildings, traffic/sidewalks and a 
need for more golf carts (only 14 have 
registered their golf carts for driving in the 
city), apathy of residents, limited housing, 
deteriorating lakefront, nothing for young 
adults to do, no recreational sites within the 
city, and different organizations working 
in silos (separately, when they plan their 
events, which overlap each other). 

Those attending were then divided 
into small groups to discuss the city’s 
opportunities and threats for an hour and 
then consensus on emerging issues was 
considered. 

The two-hour meeting wrapped up and 
the next meeting considered in the long 
process.

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City manager explains mess next door to Senior Co-op on Sumpter Rd.

At the Oct. 10 regular meeting of the 
Belleville Planning Commission, city 
manager Jason Smith explained the mess 
on the Davenport Brothers Construction 
property next door to the senior co-op on 
Sumpter Road. 

City Manager Smith said after the 
Monday, Oct. 7, city council meeting 
which included a complaint from a co-op 
resident about the worsening conditions of 
the property, he sent a letter to Davenports 
on Tuesday. 

Smith said that Steve Davenport told 
him his family’s company is demolishing 
buildings behind the former hardware store 
at Fifth Street and N. Liberty Street for 
the Downtown Development Authority to 
increase parking in the adjoining city lot. 

Smith said Davenports are bringing the 
debris from the demolition site to their 
vacant property on Sumpter Road to sort 
out the debris for the landfill. 

Smith said this property causes a constant 
state of distress for the neighbors and the 
conduits and trailers that produced other 
complaints have been moved off. 

Building official Rick Rutherford 
said Davenport is waiting for a trucking 
company to come in to separate the stuff 


from Fifth Street. 

He said Davenport had site plan approval 
to build homes on that property but then 
they didn’t continue and the approvals have 
lapsed and they have to come back before 
the planning commission to start over. 

Rutherford said the Davenports are trying 
to solve several issues on the site, including 
water and stormwater. 

He said after Davenports got site plan 
approval there were no permits issued 
because they couldn’t get through their 
engineering problems. He said they will 
have to put in infrastructure. 

Smith explained that once they have a 
site plan approval they have 12 months 
to break ground and ground has not been 
broken. 

Commissioner John Juriga said the city 
rezoned the property to residential so 
they could build and now they are storing 
equipment and other things on the lot. 

Commissioner Michael Renuad asked 
why something wasn’t done about this 
sooner, since they talked about the mess on 
that residential property two months ago. 

Rutherford said they told him they 
thought they had room there and could 
process the debris. 

Commissioner Renaud said he has a 
friend who lives at the co-op and the mess 


is right on the co-op’s property line. He 
said the ordinance officer should move 
forthwith. 

“We’re on it,” city manager Smith said. “I 
gave him 30 days to get it out.” 

In another complaint against Davenport, 
Smith said Steve Davenport said he 
doesn’t remember being responsible for 
taking out the curb cut on Main Street 
when Davenports built the offices at 337 
Main St. 

Smith suggested it could have been agreed 
to with “a wink and a nod” and never put in 
writing, so it can’t be enforced. 

Commissioner Becky Hasen said she 
remembers Davenport architect Wayde 
Hoppe presenting the project in a planning 
commission meeting and she recalls Hoppe 
saying that they’d take care of it. Over the 
years since 2016 when the site plan was 
approved, she has repeatedly asked about 
the curb cut that is a danger to pedestrians. 

Commission chairman Michael Hawkins 
said the curb cut work was not in the 
drawings and it was already there. 

Rutherford said he would try to find 
drawings and Smith said the date on the 
building is 2017, so it would be before 
then. 

Smith also spoke about an ordinance 
violation at 553 Main, Paddle Belleville.

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He said when they talked to the business 
owner he said the city administration 
and the DDA should help him market his 
business not put up blockades.
